School Department Asks for 
$3000, but Only $1400 
Left in Fund 


Drains on the town’s $15,000 reserve 
fund because of the flood emergency and 
heavy welfare expenses have been so great 
this year that the school committee, which 
on Tuesday night voted to ask for a 
transfer of $3,000 from the fund, will have 
to be satisfied with less than half that 
amount. Only $1428.08 is left of the 
$15,000 fund which the town appropriates 
each year for unforeseen emergencies. 

The school committee’s funds are nearly 
exhausted because of unanticipated ex- 
penditures in connection with the opening 
of the new school. Many new books were 
needed, certain repairs were necessary 
at the central plant and the power and 
light bills are three times higher than 
they were. When the finance committee 
cut the school department’s budget 
estimate last winter, it was suggested 
that if necessary the committee could ask 
for a transfer at the end of the year. 

Transfers for the flood emergency 
amounted to $5121.20, of which $2600 
went for highway work, $900 for water 
maintenance, $768.97 for the fire depart- 
ment and $630.96 for the police depart- 
ment. The greater part of the $900 has 
been paid back to the town by the city of 
Lawrence, but this amount of course goes 
into free cash and is not available for 
transfer. 

Mothers’ aid, soldiers’ relief and publie 
welfare have absorbed $7300 of the fund, 
the amounts being $2200, $1100 and 
$4000 respectively. Repairs to the police 
car at the time that it was struck by the 
truck in North Reading cost $490 and 
this amount was also transferred. The 
sum of $200 was transferred to add to the 
tuberculosis hospital appropriation, and 
$120 was transferred for a military aid 
case. For keeping the clams at the mouth 
of the Merrimack healthy, the reserve 
fund was drawn on for $296.72 for the 
shellfish purification plant. 

The school committee’s possible over- 
draft as estimated by the superintendent 
is $1761, text books and supplies going 
under by $2051.11, janitors’ supplies 
under $600; repairs under $400; and 
transportation under $650. Estimated 
balances include: general expense, $130; 
janitors’ salaries, $260; health $150 and 
miscellaneous and tuition $1400. If the 
finance committee transfers the entire 
balance, there will still be an overdraft of 
over $300.

When you go down Central street and | plaster made of clay mixed with straw, 


pass under the railroad bridge, you keep 
your eyes pretty well on the road because 
it’s a rather dangerous spot from a motor- 
ing standpoint. If you’re not well ac- 
quainted with Andover, you might not 
even notice that old house which the road 
bends around just before you reach 
Argilla road. If you do glance at it, you 
perhaps wonder why it isn’t torn down—a 
definite traffic menace, and besides it looks 
old and shabby. 

It does look old and shabby, but why 
wouldn’t it? It’s never had a touch of 
paint or stain of any kind on its outside, 
and when you leave wood exposed to the 
weather for 251 years, it’s bound to look 
pretty old. For those gray and blackened 
clapboards are the same ones Benjamin 
Abbot put on the house when he built it 
back in 1685. 

Andover’s oldest house has very un- 
usual walls, there being a layer of brick 
between the inner and outer sheathing of 
wood. The bricks were covered with a

and the outerboards which went on over 
the plaster were at first called ‘“‘clay- 
boards, ”’ later “‘clapboards.” 

Around the base of the porch on the 
front there are still some of the long- 
headed hand-wrought nails which were 
hammered out on the village blacksmith’s 
anvil. Four rooms on the first floor radiate 
from the central chimney, and there is a 
fireplace and a mantel in every room. The 
rooms are very low-studded, the back 
kitchen being scarcely high enough to 
stand erect in. Some of the oak timbers 
in the ceiling are fifteen inches square. 
The chimney as can be seen in the 
cellar is tremendous, being ten feet long. 

The roof of the house was raised at the 
back while James Holt the second lived 
there, and up in the garret the old rafters 
of the first roof still remain with the bark 
still clinging to these old timbers in 
places. The marks of the axe are still 
plainly visible. The wooden pins which 
were used instead of nails to hold the 
beams together are still doing duty. 


Wage Restoration

rise to a new high peak in 1937, and 
unless the citizens are firmly deter- 
mined to keep that tax rate down 
below thirty dollars, the town may 
lose one of its greatest assets, a 
reasonable tax rate.

He returned 
to the United States in April, 1919. 

Then he did a little running around for a 
while. He journeyed to South America, 
through British, Danish and French 
Guiana. While there he went through the 
French Penal colony at Cayenne, one of 
the camps of which was “‘L’Enfant Per- 
du” where Dreyfuss was imprisoned. 
Shep was only there as a sight-seer, he 
assured us, to remove any doubt. 

Returning to Amherst, he worked for a 
while in the Savings Bank there, later 
going with Standard Oil and then the 
DuPont firm of which we’ve heard so

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Course to Study 
Social Problems 


A new course to be entitled “Social 
Problems of Today’’ will be given by 
Rev. A. G. Baldwin of the Phillips Acade- 
my faculty as a part of the program of 
twelve Evening Study Groups to be 
offered by the Academy commencing 
early next month. This course is planned 
to meet a growing demand among adults 
for a knowledge of what the problems of 
modern American society are, how they 
are inter-related, and what factual ground 
work is necessary for intelligent action on 
them. Mr. Baldwin will consider care- 
fully such basic problems of our social 
system as population trends, race rela- 
tionships, crime and its treatment, pov- 
erty and riches, capital and labor, health 
and disease, the home and the family, 
education, ignorance, and the forces that 
mold public opinion. Outlines for discus- 
sion and reading lists will be given out at 
the beginning of the course on Tuesday 
evening, January 5. 


Because of the popularity of the first 
series of the course entitled “Famous 
Men” given last year, the directors of the 
Andover Evening Study Groups are 
offering a second series this winter, with 
entirely new material. It consists of a 
series of lectures on great men of the 
world, interesting for their personality 
and character, for their achievement, or 
for their enduring influence on the course 
of history. Each of the nine meetings will 
be conducted by a different man on some 
important world figure. The fields of 
politics, religion, science, exploration, 
art, and literature will be represented.

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Pictures from Dorm Rooms in Exhibit 


The Addison Gallery’s position among 
other well-known American museums is 
such that some people have expressed 
surprise when they learned that it was 


connected with Phillips Academy. How- 
ever, it is the Gallery’s connection with 
the school that makes its scope somewhat 
different from that of other American 
galleries. There is at present at the Gal- 
lery, until the thirteenth of December, an 
exhibition which in itself may not seem 
important but in its implications is inter- 
esting as a gauge of the extent to which 
the enjoyment and use of art has become 
part of the daily life of the students. 


There have been each year, of course, 
exhibitions of paintings and drawings 
done by boys at the school, also of their 
photographs. Now the pictures and 
decorative objects from the rooms of 
students are exhibited, their own work 
and photographs being excluded. This is 
not an opportunity for the gifted boy to 
display his talent, but for any boy in the 
school to prove his interest in art as one 
who appreciates, enjoys or collects, in 
one word, as a “fan.’’ Only eleven out of 
sixty-three boys exhibiting have worked 
in the Gallery studio. The objects or pic- 
tures were brought to the Gallery after

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one or two announcements of the exhibi- 
tion and requests for materials: of these, 
at least one object or picture belonging 
to each boy is shown. All the contribu- 
tions were voluntary, and it is certain 
that if it were not for shyness on the part 
of the students, and the limitations of 
space, the number of objects exhibited 
could have been more comprehensive. 
The exhibition is probably not a true 
cross-section of typical room ornaments, 
but with the omissions mentioned, it has 
been made as representative as possible 
of the students’ artistic taste. 

One would expect a show of this sort to 
be heterogeneous in the extreme; sur- 
prisingly, not only are the majority of the 
exhibits on a high level of quality, but 
the exhibition as a whole is pleasing and 
harmonious. Looking around, however, it 
was amusing to see that most of the ex- 
hibits fell unavoidably into one of several 
categories. 

First to be mentioned, I suppose, should 
be Art for Art’s sake, which I would limit 
to the reproductions of well-known paint- 
ings; a very good Homer facsimile and a 
Breughel print the best of these. 

Then a rather large section may be 
called Art for Parents’ sake. This includes 
pictures where the names of the artist and 
the exhibitor on the label are similar, and 
it is safe to guess that they were executed 
and probably presented by a_ relative. | 
This section, while interesting individually 
is less interesting as far as the exhibition 
is concerned than some of the others; 
evidently it is only a fortunate few that 
are able to decorate their rooms not only 
with the products but also with the taste 
which they have acquired from gifted 
families. 

One of the largest classifications ap- 
pears to be Ships for Ships’ sake, plus a 
few Trains for Trains’ sake, or even birds. 
Ships are represented in water color, 
reproductions of oils, one in tempera; 
but mostly by prints. There are eight 
Currier and Ives prints, some of them 


original and excellent; an Audubon print, 
two charming silhouettes, hunting prints, 
etc. No wonder that a Gallery visitor, 
seeing the show before the labels were put 
up, wished to know whether it was an 
exhibition of Americana. Two of the 
Currier and Ives prints are humorous; 
there is only one other picture in the en- 
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tire exhibition which is really humorous— 
the caricatures of Mexican Presidents 
This soberness in room decoration on the 
part of the students is also rather surpris 
ing. 

Besides the framed pictures in the ey. 
hibition, there are cases with various ob. 
jects; a ship model, statuettes, and 
pieces of stone carving from the British 
Houses of Parliament; a handsom 
Turkish pistol and a dagger with a fascip. 
ating history. Perhaps the posters and the 
wall hanging should be considered gy. 
amples of the owners’ interest in decorat. 
ive pattern. There is a difference in quali. 
ty between the one set of posters, whos 
appeal is of a simplicity not particularly 
artistic, finished with false sophistication, 
and the primitive but handsome design on 
a Tapa cloth. 

The general good quality and abund. 
ance of the material make this show 
success. Interest in the curious and the 
antique, in the mechanical, in sports 
love of nature, family affection, play as 
much part in the decoration of the sty 
dent’s rooms as the love of art, which is 
all to the good. If education in art can 
heighten a boy’s enjoyment of all thes 
things, then, apart from anything ey, 
it is certainly worthwhile.
